Archibald MacLclsh. poet, librarian of con- 
; grcss, former director of the late office of 
•facts and figures, recently made a speech on 
■ ' "The Power of the Spoken Word." The subject 
Is right down his alley, for words are the tools 
' of the poet's trade, and In no trade are their 
; power and weight and flavor and evocative 
'.quality so important. 

; But Mr. MncLelsh Is Impatient of words 
'without action, 03 many of U3 arc. He Is dls- 
: tressed that words like freedom, liberty, de- 

■ mocracy and equality are used so often mero- 
;iy to arouse emotion. Ho is equally distressed 

■ at efforts to escape their use In such phrases 
as "the American way of life" or "America— 

■ the way It was before." 

'. When Mr. MacLclsh undertakes to clear the 
air of ambiguous symbolism, however, ho 
makes some equally ambiguous statements of 
his own. Thus he says that '■freedom, liberty, 
democracy, equality ... are revolutionary 

.words always and whenever used. They can- 
not be employed to aroiuc men's tnlnds to 

, fight defensive wars for the protection of tha 
status quo or the preservation of a society 

■'the way It was' without destroying their vi- 
tality and meaning." 

'. But what sort of revolution !s Implicit In 
Mr. MacLelsh'a four words— national, world- 
wide, social, political, or all of them? And 
what of society "the vay it was" — the way It 
was in lD2g, 1033, 1040, 1044? Is the status quo 
. that of on overseas soldier lonesome for the 
farm, or nn Old Guard Republican lonesome 
for the CooHdge administration? Apparently 
the answer lies In freezing these amblBUOiis 
symbols In a pattern of Mr, MacLelsh'a or 
someone elso's devising. 

- Of course, the vague or Intemperate use of 
"revolutionary" words la distressing when It 
departs from our own definition of them. But 
that does not seem to justify Mr, MacLelsh's 
exceeding pessimism when he views the pro- 
spects of peace. As things are going now, he 
foresees a peace of arrangements, adjust- 
inents, facts, trades and balances, a peace of 
dU. sold, and transportation. 

- Well, that unfortunately is the way all 
peaces have been made. All war Is disrupting, 
and subsequent life and trade must be ad- 
justed to its results. The idealistic alms out- 
lined In the Atlantic charter, and ot Moscow, 
Cairo, and Teheran must bo given practical 
application. That practical application Is be- 
ginning, 

: Perhaps Mr. MacLclsh tuid others arc dis- 
satisfied with some of those beginnings. But 
at least all the allied powers are on record as 
aiming high. The final blueprint may not be 
the brave new world of Mr. MacLelsh's dream-

The Irlend who had 
It from ft friend, who had It from a man In Washing- 
ton, who had It from a fellow J ui I back from London, 
who overheard It In aeneral Elsenhower's headquar- 
ters, can be depended upon not to be right. To thit 
extent, indeed, he Is Informaltve. One may gueu that 
the allied high command wU^ n6t follow exactly any 
plan that the nails are good^enough to lax^down tor 
them.

KICK OR BE KICKED 

There bu been General acceptance ol the Idea ot ra- 
tlonlim and reasonable price control as a war measure.
